UNION WIFH IRELAND. ; 
_ "The order of the day being read for taking his Ma- 
jelty’s moft Gracious Meflagg into contideration, the 
Speaker read the meflage— 

Mr Pitt then rofe and faid—Sir, when I ptopofed 
to the Houfe, the laft tim this fubject was before them, 
to fix this day for the further confideration of the mef- 
fage, 1 certainly indulged the hope that the refult of a 
fimilar communication which had been made to the 
Parliament of Ireland, would have been more favour- 
able to a.meafure which I confider to be of the greatelt 
importance, as connected with the power, the {tability, 
and the géneral welfare of the empire, with the imme- 
diate,ioterefts of both kingdoms, and more particularly 
with the, peace, the tranquillity, and the fafety of Ire- 
Jand. In this hope, I am forry to fay, I have for the 
prefent been difappointed, by the proceedings of the 
Trith Houfe of Commons. I fee that, at the prefent 
moment, one Houfe of Parliament in Ireland has ex- 
preffed a repugnance, even to the confideration of this 
meafure. 

. But while I refpeé& the Parliament of Ireland and 
the individuals who compofe it, I feel that, as a Mem- 
ber of the Parliament of Great Britain, I have a right 
to exercife, and aduty to perform. ‘That duty is to ex- 
efs as diftinétly as I can, the general nature and out- 
ine of that plan, which, in my confcience, I think 
tends in the ftrongeft manner to infure the fafety and 
the happinefs of both kingdoms. Parliament, when it 
is in poffeffion of the bafis upon which this plan is found- 
ed, and of its general outline, fhould be of opinion that 
it is founded upon fair, juft, and equitable principles, 
calculated ‘to produce mutual advantages to the two 
kingdoms—if Parliament, I fay, upon fu!! explanations, 
and after mature deliberation, fhould be of that opinion, 
I thould propofe that its determination fhould remain re- 
corded as that by which the Parliament of Britain were 
ready to abide, leaving it to the Legiflature of Ireland 
to reject or to adopt hereafter, upon a full confideration 
of the fubjeét. But, Sir, in ftating that intention and 
thofe principles, I look to fomething more than a mere 
vindication of government for having propofed the mea- 
fure. I do entertain a confidence, even under the ap- 
parent difcouragement of the opinion expreffed by the 
Trifti Houfe of Commons, this meafure is founded up- 
on fuch clear, fuch demonftrable grounds of utility ; is 
focalculated to add to the ftrength and power of the 
empire, in which the fafety of Ireland is included, and 
from which it never can be feparated, and is attended 
with fo many advantages to Ireland in particular, that 
all that can be neceflary for its ultimate adoption is, that 
it fhould be {tated diftin@ly, temperately, and fully, that 
it fhould be left to the unprejudiced, the dilpalliocate, 
fober judgment ofthe Parliament of Ireland. I am the 
more encouraged in this hope of the ultimate fuccefs of 
this meafure, when I fee, notwithftanding all the pre- 
judice which it has excited, that barely more than one 
half of the Houfe of Commons were advertifed, and 
that fn the other Houfe of Parliament in Ireland, which 
contains fo large a portion of the property of that king- 
dom, it was approved of by a large majority—when I 
obferve that a large part of the people of that country 
are decidedly in favour of it, and that much of the ma- 
nufacturing, and of the commercial intereft of Ireland, 
have fhown how mach they think it calculated to pro- 
mote their advantage, I think when it is more delibe- 
rately examined, and when it is feen with what temper 
it is propofed, that ,it will ftill terminate in that which 
can alone be a fortunate refult. 

I fhall, Sir, before L-firdown, open'to the Houfe a 

{tring of refolutions, comprifing the general heads of 
this plan. | My opinion is that nothing can contribute 
more to obviate any doubts and diffatisfattion which 
may exilt, than that Parliament fhould adopt thofe re- 
folutions, and that it fhould then humbly lay them at 
the foot of the Throne, leavizg it for his Majefty to lay 
them before the Parliament of Ireland, whenever cir- 
cumftances fhould appear favourable to fuch a meafure. 
As to the general principle upon which the whole of 
this meafure is founded, I am happy to obferve, from 
what paffed upon a former occafion, that there is not a 
probability of any difference of opinion. ‘The general 
principle, to which both fides of the Houfe perfectly 
acceded, is, that a perpetual connection between Great 
‘Britain and Ireland was effential to the interefts of both. 
Confidering the fubjeét in this point of view, and af- 
foaming it as a —— not’ to be controverted, that 
it is the duty of thofe who with to promote the intereft 
and profperity of both countries to maintain the ftrong- 
‘eft. conneétion between them, Iet me afk what is the {j- 
tuation of affairs that has called us to the difcuffion of 
this fubject ?—This very connection, the neceflity of 
which has been admitted on all hands, has been attack- 
ed by foreign enemies and by domettic traitors. The 
diffolution ofthat connection is the great object of the 
hoftility of the common enemies of both countries; it 
is almoft the only remaining hope with which they con- 
tinue the contelt. Baffled and defeated as they had 
hitherto been, they ftill retain the hope—they are ftill 
meditating auempts to diffulve that conne&tion. This 
conneétion has been attacked not only by the avowed 
enemies of both countries, but by internal treafon, aét- 
ing in concert with the defigns of the enemy—internal 
treafon, which grafted all the wickednefs, all the atro- 
city of Jacobinilm, upon thofe unfortunate difeafes which 
have fo long tended to deftroy the tranquillity of Ire- 
Jand. Thinking that a clofe connection with Ireland 
“s effential to the interefts of both countries, as we all 
do, let it not be infinuated that it is unneceflary, much 
lefs improper, at this arduous and important crifis, to 
fee whether a new order of things—whether fome fun- 
damental regulations are not neceffary to guard again{t 
the threatened danger. 

The foreign and domeftic enemies of thefe kingdoms 
have hewn, that they think that the conneétion between 

‘them is the vulnerable point in which they may be moft 
Muccefsfully attacked ; let us derive the advantage if we 
can from the holtility of our enemies—let us profit by 
‘the defigns of aa enemy, who, if his conduct difplays 
“no'true wifdom, at leaft poffeffes in an eminent degree 
‘that {pecies of wifdom which is calculated for the pro- 
motion’ of mifchief. _ I ftaved the. lait time that this fub- 
je& was under difeuflion, that the fettlement which was 
made in 1782, fo far from deferving the name of final 
adjuftment, was one that Ieft the eonnedtion between 


oe 


Great Britain and Ireland expofed to all the attacks of 
party and all the cifects of accident. To call thata 
fyitem in itfelf, which was no more than the mere de- 
molition of another fy{tem, could only be the effect of 
great mifconception or of great hypocrify. We boaft 
that we have done every thing, when we have merely 
deftroyed a fyitem, without fub/tituting any thing in its 
place. Such was the fiaal adjuftment of 1782. 

I can prove it by the opinion of that very Govern- 
ment who boatt of having effected a final adjuftment— 
I refer for what I have faid to proofs which they will 
find it very difficult to get over, L mean their own atts. 
But, Sir, I will go further—I will produce the autho- 
rity of one of thofe who have prevented the difcuflion 
of the queltion in Ireland—of one of whom 1 do not 
with to fpeak, but in the molt refpectful terms. Phe 
Gentleman to whom J allude, at that period filled the 
office of Chancellor of the Exchequer, and has fince 
prefided in the Irith Houfe of Commons. That Gen- 
tleman moft exprefsly {tated it as his opinion, that the 
final adjuftment could not laft, though the final adjutt- 
ment has fince heen urged to fhew that the prefent mea- 
fate was improper. I did, on a former night, read an 
extraé&t from the Journals, to fhew what was the opt- 
nion even of thofe by whom the final adjultment was pro- 
pofed of that meafure. It would there appear, that the 
Meffage was fent to the Parliament of Ircland, recom- 
mending to them the adoption of fome plan for Snalad- 
juftment between the two countries, and withing to 
know what were the grounds of the grievancies of which 
they complained. | 

In anfwer to this Meffage, the Parliament of Ireland 
ftated certain grievances, the principal of which was, 
the power claimed by the Parliament of Great Britain 
of making lawsfor them. This fatisfaction was com- 
pleted to Ireland, as far as related to the grievance of 
which her Parliament had complained, viz. the power 
of thé Britith Parliament of making laws for Ireland, 
becaufe by the repeal of the declaratory act, that power 
was given up. But fo tar was the Minifter of that day 
from confideriug that the repeal of that law finally ter- 
minated all differences, and eftablifhed the conneétion 
between the two countries upon a folid bafis, that he 
thought it neceflary to move that a further fettlement 
was neceflary for the maintenance of that coanection. 

[Mr Sheridan acrofs the table, defired that that part 

of the journals to which Mr Pitt alluded, might be 
read. ] 
Mr Pirt continued. Sir, I have ftated the journals 
correétly; the Honourable Gentleman may if he choofes 
have them prefently, and if he does he will find that 
they they fully juftify the ftatement I have made, but 
I beg that at prefent I may not be interrupted. Ido 
maintain, thet, upon a reference to the journals of the 
period to which I haye alluded, it will appear that a 
farther agreement between Great Britain and Ireland 
is there ftated, in the opinion of the Adminiftration of 
the day, to be abfolutely neceflary, and this the Hon. 
Gentleman will find if he choofes to have the journals 
read. I beg farther to ftate, that, after the bill of 
which f6 much has been faid was paffed, an addrefs to 
his Majefty was moved and carried, praying him to 
take fuch further meafures as to him feemed proper, to 
ftrengthen the connection between the two countries. 
His Majefty’s moft gracious anfwer, ftating, that in 
compliance with the addrefs, he would take fuch mea- 
fures as might be neceflary for that purpofe, was deli- 
vered to the Houfe by an Honourable Gentleman who 
then filled the office of Secretary of State, and whom 
we have not lately feen in the Houfe, though he ftill 
continues a Member of it. I do affert, without the 
leait fear of contradiétion from any Gentleman what- 
ever, that it was in the contemplation of the Govern- 
ment of that day to adopt fome meafures of the nature 
alluded to in the addrefs; fince that period, however, 
no fuch meafure has been taken. 

But thofe who think that the adjuftment of 1782 
was final, and that it contained all that was neceflary 
for the eftablifhment of the connexion between the two 
countries upon a firm bafis, can hardly contend that 
the commercial propofitions of 1785 were neceflary to 
prevent the danger of feparation between the two coun- 
tries, and to prevent the conflicting operation of inde- 
pendent legiflatures. Yet, if I am not miftaken, there 
will be found, upon a reference to better records than 
thofe in which Parliamentary debates are ufually {tated 
(I mean a ftatement of what pafled in the difcutiion u- 
pon thofe propofitions fourteen years ago, made by 
fome of the principal parties themfelves,) that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in Ireland, in a debate 
upon the Irith propofitions, held this language—« If 
this ill-fated country refufes this offer at prefent, fhe 
may look for it in vain another time. Things cannot 
remain as they are.”” This was his language fhortly 
after that meafure of 1782, which is now, upon his 
authority, ftated to have been a final adjuftment, and 
confequently to render the prefent meafure unneceffary. 
That Right Hon. Gentleman goes on to ftate that 
“ commercial jealoufies mult increafe with indepen- 
dent legiflatures,” that “ without united intere(t the 
political Union will be fubjec& to many checks which 
will threaten the connexion.” [Some Gentlemen on 
the oppofition fide called out hear! hear !J]—I am 
very glad to find thefe fentiments fo readily adopted. 

Gentlemen will have the goodaefs to obferve, that I 
am not now quoting thefe expreflions as pledges given 
by that Right Hon. Gentleman, that he would fupport 
a propofal for an Union between the two countries ; 
but Iam adducing them to prove, that the fituation the 
two countries were in after the final adjuftment of 1782, 
was fuch in that Right Hon. Gentleman’s opinion, as 
led to the danger of a feparation between them. 1 am 
not now arguing, that a Legiflative Union is the only 
meafure which can poflibly be adopted ; but I am con- 
tending, that the adjuftment of 1782 was never confi- 
dered as final by thofe who now ftate it to be fo as an 
argument againft the confideration of the prefent mea- 
fure. How the Hon. Gentleman on the other fide of 
the Houfe will get rid of this authority I do not know ; 
but I mutt obferve, that it is an authority which he 
feems much more inclined to treat with refpect now 
than he was formerly. But, Sir, it does not {top 
there. What is the evil to which he allud2s ? Com- 
mercial jealoufies between two countries acting upon the 
laws of two independent legiflatures, and from the dan- 
ger of thofe legiflatures a@ting with jealoufy to each 
other. Iiow can this evil be remedied ? By two 
means only ; either by fome compact entered into by 
the Legiflatures of the two countries refpecting the 
mode of forming their commercial regulations, or elfe 
by blending the two Legiflatures together ; thefe are 
the only two means. I defy the wit of man to point 
out a-third. Befides thefe authorities, which I think 
cannot be difputed, I have further to add, that E-xpe- 
rience has been on the fame fide. ¥n the only inftance 
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seing lesifatures, we “did feel it. If that change 
dg hn place, ‘a change which filled every heart 
tae g fe. we fhould have felt it fooner— 
with joy and gladnets, we , alde Ree 
sotler (t be aware that I allude to the Re 
every gentieman mui : a hat ston 
The two legiflatures, acting on that occa ? 
upon different principles, velted the public —L y 
accident in the fame hands ; but that perfon wee — 
held his authority upon different tenures in the two 
aren then talk of a final adjuftment between the 
two countries, when expoled to accidents of this nature : 
Will Gentlemen contend that the independent Legitla- 
ture of Ireland has not a right to difeuls the quettion ot 
peace or war? Will it be faid that they are bound by 
our decifion upon thofe fubjects 5 or, looking at human 
nature as it is, with all its prejudices and imperfections, 
are they content to leave that important fubject expofed 
to all the accidents I have ftated, and ftanding only u- 
pon the fecurity on which it ftands at prefent? I fhould 
be clad Gentlemen would give me an anfwer upoo this 
part of the fubject, always taking it as the bafis of the 
argument, that the connection between the two coun- 
tries is neceflary for their mutual fecurity. We are at 
this moment engaged in the moft important, the moft 
momentous conflict in which this country was ever en- 
gaged—a confli& in which Great Britain is diftinguithed 
from the re(t of the world, as making the only fuccefs- 
ful {tand againft the devattations of the common enemy. 
—We fee the point in which the enemy think us the 
mott affailable—are we not then bound in policy and 
prudence to ftrengthen that point io which we are the 
molt vulnerable, involved as we are ina contelt of li- 
berty againft defpotifm—of property againft plunder and 
rapine—of religion and order again{t impicty and anar- 
chy? There was atime when this would have been 
terped declamation ; but unfortunately it is now felt to 
be only the feeble {tatement of tke wounds of a bleeding 
world, expreffed in every part which has fallen under 
the devaftating power of France. Is there a man who 
does not feel that a meafure fuch as is now propofed, is 
calculated to augment the ftrength of the empire, and 
thereby to infure its fafety. Would not that alone bea 
benefit to Ireland, fo folid, fo ineftimable, that, in com- 
parifon with it, all commercial interefts, and the pre- 
fervation of local habits and manners, would be trifling, 
even were they endangered by the prefent meafure, which 
they undoubtedly are not? 

When that country was threatened with the double 
danger of holtile attacks by enemies without, and of 
treafon within, from what quarter did the derive the 
means of her deliverance? from the naval force of 
Great Britain—from the voluntary exertions of her 
military, not called for by law—and from her pecunia- 
ry refources, added to the loyalty and energy of the 
inhabitants of Ireland, of which it is impoflible to {peak 
with too much praife, and which fhews how well they 
deferve to be called the brethren of Britons. ‘Their 
own courage might perhaps have ultimately fucceeded 
in repelling the dangers by which they were threatened, 
but it would have been after a long conteft, and after 
having waded through feas of blood. But if ftruggles 
of this fort may and mu(t return again, if the worft 
dangers are thofe which are yet to come, dangers which 
may be greater from being more difguifed—if thofe 
fituations may arife when the fame means of relief are 
not in our power, what is the remedy that reafon and 
policy points out? it is to identify them with us—it is 
to make them part of the fame community, by giving 
them a full fhare of thofe accumulated bleflings which 
are diffufed through Great Britain ; it is, in a word, by 
giving them a full participation of the wealth, the 
power, and the glory of the Britifh Empire. 

I know that the interefts of the two countries muft 
be taken together, and that a man cannot fpeak as a 
true Englifhman unlefs he fpeaks as a true Irifhman, 
nor that he cannot {peak as a ttde Irifhman unlefs he 
fpeaks as a true Englifhman. But if it was poffible to 
feparate them, and that I was not addrefling you as in- 
terefted for the empire at large, but for Ireland alone, 
I fhould fay, that it would be neceflary for that coun- 
try to guard againft thole diftractions which now harrafs 
that unhappy country, by the adoption of another fy- 
ftem—I fhould fay, that the eftablifhment of an Impe- 
rial Legiflature was the only means of healing its wounds 
and of reftoring it to tranquillity. I miuft take the li- 
berty of alluding to fome topics which were touched u- 
pon during the difcuffion on the former night. It is 
known that fome of the defects of that country are, its 
want of capital and induftry ; how are thofe wants to 
be remedied but by mixing with that country which 
can fupply them with both? How are thofe evils fo 
likely to be corrected as by an entire intercourfe with 
Great Britain?’ But in the great leading diftinGions 
between the people of Ireland, I mean their religious 
diftinGtions,-what is their fituation? The Proteftant 
feels that any farther extenfion of the privileges and 
power of the Catholics threatens the exiftence of the 
Proteftant afcendency ; while, on the other hand, the 
great body of Catholics feel that the eftablifhment of a 
national church is a grievance. 

I am well aware that the fubject of religious diftinc- 
tion is a dangerous topic ; but Jooking at it in that light, 
I have no hefitation tofay, that Ireland is a country the 
fituation of which is different in this refpect from that 
of every other. Where the eftablifhed religion of a 
State is the fame as that of another with which it is 
neceffarily conneéted, though the religion of the majo- 
rity of the common people is ‘different from that efta. 
blifhed religion, and where the property of the country 
is in the hands of a comparative fmall number of per- 
fons profefling that eftablithed religion, it is not eafy to 
fay what fhould be'the nature of the church eftablith- 
ment in fuch a country. By many I know it will be 
contended, that a majority of the people, in point of re- 
ligion, fhould at leaft entitle them to an equality of pri- 
vileges. I have heard fuch an argument urged in this 
Houfe, but thofe who apply it to the cafe of Ireland 
forget furely the principles of Union and the feparate 
legiflative capacity of that country. 

No man can, however, entertain a doubt, that the 
queftion refpecting the religious regulations which it is 
neceflary to adopt in Ireland, is a queftion on which a 
much more fatisfactory determination can be obtained, 
that whatever different men may think on the fubject, 
no one can believe that the full conceflions which are 
neceflary to fatisfy the Catholics of Ireland can, while 
it remains a feparate kingdom, be made in fuch a man- 
ner as not to alarm and endanger the ftate. How foon 
or how late it may be proper to difcufs the nature and 
propriety of thefe conceflions muft depend upon two 
circumftances—Firlt,. when the conduét of the Catho- 
lics thall be fuch as te make it fafe for the Government 
to admit them to the participation of the privileges grant- 
ed to thofe of the eftablifhed religion, and when the 
temper of the times fhall be favourable to fuch a meafure,

fions, the great articles of her manufaéture, In addi 
tion to thefe articles, there are other circumfances oF 
advantage. All the articles which are effentiel to the 
trade, tothe fubfiftence, or, a3 raw materials, to the 
progrefs of Irifh manufacture, are fent free from duy, 
Other very confiderable advantages are given—for the 
chief article of their manufaéture, and what indeed 
conftitutes‘four-fifths of their export trade to all pans 
of the world, Ircland is indebted, fot to that inde 
pendent Legiflature on which her profperity is faid 
depend, but to this Parliament.

may at any time hereafter be imported into Great Britain from 
foreign parts, shall be importable through either kingdom into 
the other, subject to the like dutics and regulations as if ‘the 
same were imported directly from foreign parts; that where 
any articles, the growth, produce, or manufacture of either 
kingdom, are subject to any internal duty in one kingdom, 
such countervailing duties (over and above any duties on'im- 
port to be fixed as aforesaid) shall be imposed as shail be ne- 
cessary to prevent any inequality in that respect: and that all 
other matters of trade and commerce, other thun, the foregoing 
and than such others as may before the Union" be ‘specially a- 
greed upon for the due encouragement of the agriculture and 
manufactures of the respective kingdoms, shall remain’ to be 
regulated from time to time by the united Parliament. 

VUL ‘That for the like purpose it would be,fit to propose, 
that the charge arising frqgm the payment of the Interest’ or 
Sinking Fund for the reduction of the principal of the debt 
iricurred in either kingdom before the Union, shalt continue to 
be separately defrayed by Great Britain and Ireland respective- 
ly. ‘That for a number of years to be limited, the future or- 
dinary expences of the united kingdom in peace or war, shall 
be defrayed by Great Britain and Iveland jointly, according to 
such proportions as shall be established by the respective Parlia- 
ments previous to the Union; and that after the expiration of 
the time to beso limited, the proportion shall not be liable to 
be varied, except according to such rates and principles as 
shall be in like manner agreed upon previousto the Union. 

VIIL ‘That for the like purpose it would be fit to propose, 
that all laws in force at the time of the’ Union, and that all 
the Courts of civil or ecclesiastical jurisdiction within the res- 
pective kingdoms, shall remaia as now by law established with- 
in the same, subject only to such alterations or regulations from 
time to time as circumstances may appear to the Parliament of 
the united kingdom to require. 

‘That the foregoing resolutions be Jaid before; his Majesty 
with an humble address, assuring his Majesty that we have 
proceeded with the utmost attention to the consideration of 
the important objects recommended to us in his Majesty's gra- 
gious message. 

That we entertain a firm persuasion that a complete and en- 
tire Union between Great Britain and Ireland, founded on e- 
qual and liberal principles, on the similarity of laws, constitu- 
tion, and government, and on a sense of mutual interests and 
affections, by promoting the security, wealth, and commerce 
of the respective» kingdoms, and by allaying the distractions 
which have unhappily prevailed in freland, must afford fresh 
means of opposing at all times an effectual resistance to- the 
destructive projects of our foreign and domestic enemies, and 
must tend to confirm and augment the stability, power, and 
resources of the empire. j 

Impressed with these considerations, we feel it our duty 
humbly to lay before his Majesty such propositions as appear to 
us best calculated to form the basis’ of such a settlement, leav- 
ing it to his Majesty’s wisdom, at such time and ‘in such man- 
neras his Majesty, in his parental solicitude for the happiness 
of his people, shall judge fit, to communicate these proposi- 
tions to his Parliament of Ireland, with whom we shall be at 
all times ready to concur in all such measures as may be found 
most conducive to the accomplishment of this.great and salu- 
tary work. Aud we trust that, after full and mature conside- 
ration, such a settlement may be framed and established, by 
the deliberative consent of the Parliaments of both kingdoms,, 
as may be conformable to the sentiments, wishes, and real in- 
terests of his Majesty’s faithful subjects in Great Britain and 
Ireland, and may unite them inseparably in the full enjoyment 
of the blessings of our free and invaluable constitution, in the 
support of the honour and dignity of his Majesty’s crown, and 
in the preservation and advancement of the welfare and prospe- 
rity of the whole British Empire. 

Mr Prrr then moved, that the confideration of his 
Majelty’s molt gracious meffage be referred to a Com- 
mittee of the whole Hovfe. 

Mr Sueripan obferved, that there was a certain cri- 
{is when it behoved the Houfe to be more than com- 
monly upon its guard againft the fafcinations of the 
Right Hon. Gentleman’s feductive eloquence. He had 
taken the liberty of {lating his opinion to the Houfe lait 
week, that in the prefent crifis of Irifh politics, it was 
highly inexpedient to bring forward a meafure of fuch 
momentous concern as that now fubmitted to the 
Houfe. The wounds of Ireland were {till fore and o- 
pen ; and he could not contemplate, without horror and 
difmay, the pledge which the Right Hon. Gentleman 
had given, that nothing fhould deter him from his ob- 
jet, the accomplithment of which he confidered as ef- 
{ntial to the bappinefs and fafety of the empire at large. 
—1 again warn him (faid Mr Sheridan) to defilt from 
his proje&t. His power and Ireland caunot co-exilt,— 
He has already divided Lords and Commons of that 
country in holtility to each other. He now withes to 
arraign the Britifh Houfe of Commons before the Houfe 
of Commons of Ireland. From the general complexion 
of the Right Hon. Gentleman’s fpeech, a ftranger 
would fuppofe that he were fitting in the Iriih Parlia- 
ment. Almoft the whol- of his argument went to con- 
vince the Speaker of « ¢ Irith Houfe of Commons of 
inconfiftency.

_ This inference is irrefiftible (Mr Sheridan. continued) 
it arifes naturally from the premifes, and sult fuggelt it- 
elf to every impartial reafoner on the fubje&t.

That Ireland is actually in a‘weak and critical ftate

fafpect this weaknefs to be artificial ? When there was 
an opportunity of fatisfying all parties, when a Lord 
Lieutenant was fent to Ireland by the Right Honour- 
able Gentleman with overtures of conciliation ; when 
the Catholics faw the cup not merely within their reach, 
but held’ to their very lips, when they were in the very 
act of tafting its fweet, it was rudely dafhed’ in their 
faces ; and the Lord Lieutenant, who pofleffed the u- 
niverfal. good will and confidence of the country, was a- 
bruptly recalled. The natural confequence of fuch con- 
duct, on the part of this Government, muft be this, to 
fill the minds of the Irith with difcontent and diftruft ; 
and to keep them perpetually on the alert, to watch the 
motions of Government with ajealouseye. It was for- 
tunate that an univerfal concurrence ot fentiment pre- 
vailed throughout that Houle, with refpect to the ab- 
{tract quettion, the indifpenfable neceflity of the moft 
intimate and indiffoluble conneétion between the two 
countries. But the meafure brought forward by the 
Right Hon. Gentleman to promote this defirable end, 
was calculated to produce the very contrary effect.

Vhe following particulars and redections oa the fate of this un- 
fortunate Monareh, are taken from the soth number of 
Malict du PartiBritish Mercury. 

The prefént Midg imherited from his fathers, their 
picty, their attachmentito their people, and their private 
virtues. He was, aswell asthe Queen, a conftant at- 
tendant at the foot of the altar. Coming to the Crown 
at the moment whea the Monarchy was falling into a 
fief of the French Rebublic, he declined the burden of 
the ‘adminiftration, and placed it in the bancs of a Coun- 
cil of Regency. 

Neither that Council, nor the zeal of his fervants, 
nor thé fidelity ‘of his people and of his army, could 
fecure him the fceptre, the nioment it became the 
intere(t of France to thatter the remains of it, as no 
other Power ftuod forward to afliit him in employing 
his laft refources. 

Vistor Amadens, at the begianing of the century, 
was reduced to his capital, and 10,000 foldiers. But 
Vidor Amadeus fought for his invaded dominions 
at thé fide of Prince Eugene and 60,000 Impe- 
rialifts. All was recoverable with fuch an ally, wh 
great ftrength of mind, military valour, and political 
talents. 

His great grandfon’s refignation, and his weaknefs 
in figaing hisfelf the act ot his depotitios, are per- 
haps too feverely cenfured. Hiftory has tranlmitted 
to us feveral events of this kind; yet none appears 
applicable to the prefent. It was not to an ufurper, 
nor to.an enemy of a common kind, that the King of 
Satdinia would have had to aofwer for a refufal. He 
was in the prefeace of the murdcrers of Kings, he 
knew their maxims, he was aware of their morals, 
and he was encompaffed with their foldicry. However 
willing he might have been to facrifice his life, could he 
have given up the Queen, the fifter of Louis XVI. his 
brothers, his whole family, his minifters, his friends, 
whofé maffacre or imprifonment, would have been the 
punifhment of his refolution ?—Could he have expofed 
his eapital and his people to the outrages and calamities 
which would have followed his refiftance ? 

If he be to blame, it is for having accepred the 
‘Throne ata rtoment when it became fo difficult to con- 
firm it, and folimpoflible to povern. His ruin was dated 
from the day of his acceflion: the progrefs and comple- 
tion of his misfortenes have been the inevitable confe- 
quence of the forced fituation into which he was plan- 

In the fame manner, Louis XVI. dethroned in 
act on the 14th of July, 1789, was, to the 2rit of 

January, 1793; deftitute of every refource for tre-efta- 

blifhment, and had only the choice of horrors left him. 

Tt was one of thofe defperate fications m which one 

errs equally by weaknefs.or firmnefs, by bold or by 

timid counfels, by fepinenefs or by active refiltance. It 
is very éafy, when there is no oppofition, and one fup- 

fes one’s felf protected from all rifk, to argue and de- 
claim againft timid refolves ; but when we obferve how 
thofe intrepid cenfurers have managed their own interefts, 
we become a litre diftruftful of their confidence, and 
of the fertility of their means of fafety. 

King’s fate was forfeen:—Nobody doubted 
that the DireStory would accomplith his ruin, on the 
firft favourable occafion; byt how has it happened that 
this forefight did not prompt the Powers who might 
be mm a. recommencement of the war, to warn 
the Court of Turin of it, to promife it affi‘tance, and to 
manage fome diverfion in its favour? It was in the face 
of the Imperialifts, that the French army of Lombardy 


\__ fearlefsly marched and made themfelvcs matters of 


Piedmont, as of a deferted village. The Aaftrian Ge- 
nerals, therefore, mult cither not have fufpected, or mult 
have looked with indifference on an incurfion by which 
the power of the French in Italy is confirmed, ten fort- 
treffes given to them, 26 million Tournois added to their 
annial income* ; and by which, in fubfiltence, maga- 
zines, réquifitions, and the fpoils of churches, palaces, 
monafteries, repofitories for pledges, public chelts, and 
arfenals, they will be provided with funds for a cam- 
paign ; and that treafure of death and blood, of fpoils 
and fuin, fot which the Roman Orator cenfured Cefar 
and Anthony, will be augmented.
